Delegates from the far West expressed great
delight with thelr reception at Pittsburg.

There are not less than 18 delegates in at-
tendance at the convention from Texas.
Austin, Ft. Worth and Dallas are repre-
pented, and all are enthusiastio over what
they have seen and heard in this eity. After
partaking of the generous lunch provided by
Emil Winters, Mr. Jumes, of St Lonis, ex-
President of the National Axsocintion, enter-
tained the large company with an address
which was in evident accord with all pres-
eot, &s it was ofton interrapted with signs of i
approval. Mr. James earnestly advocated
the patronage of home indostries, and bore
heavily on dressed beal men in the far West,
who, while furnishing lavge smounts of
ment to this and other cities, contributad
little or nothing to the support of schools,
ohurchos, streets and the various institu-
tions of Pittsburg. He said:
